As per claim 1, Applicant asserts "while Robinson itself claims priority to a Provisional application No. 60/385,548, that provisional 
application has not been cited as prior art against the presently pending application. Furthermore, Applicants' review of the provisional 
application indicates that the provisional application does not seem to disclose the feature on which the Office Action relies in Robinson. 
Therefore, as Robinson is not prior art with regard to the presently pending application, it is respectfully submitted that all of the 35 U.S.C. 
§ 103 (a) rejections of the pending claims is improper and fails to make a prima facie case of obviousness (Remarks: page 1 / Last para)".
